Trades And Lak Labor Council 
Asks Member To Cease Is- 
suing Bulletin 


DEBATE IS SPIRITED 


“Lies And Traitors” Expres- 
sions Used In Hot Areu- 
ment At Meeting 


“Lies. Treachery Traitors, and 
Disruption.’ were words that were 
bandied abort freely at a meeting 


of he Edmonton Trades and Labor 
Ceunci! last night. 

So spiritea did the meeting be- 
come, that at one time President A 
Farmilo, in a vigorous attempt to 
make his gavel heard ahove ths 
voice of a delegate he was trying to 


declare out of order, pounded his 
rostrum unti! the headg of iue gavel 
was loosened and flew a dozen 


yards into the seats of the delegates. 

The ‘fireworks started when a 
communication was read from Seo- 
retary R. Peacock of District 18, 
United Mime Workers of America, 
discrediting bulletins on the condi- 
tions among the striking miners 
sent out by W. Long, a delegate to 
the Council, and intimating that the 
District officers were convinced that 
the bulletins were broadcast for the 


purpose of creating disruption. 
Bulletins Ceased 
When :t was explained by Mr. 


Long and others that he had already 
discontinued the bulictins on order 
of the executive of the Communist 
Party, of which he is a member, the 
argument only became more heated, 
and numerous ristngs to many points 
of order ana rappings of the gavel 
were required p:event the dis- 
cussion turning into a debate on 
Communism, 


io 


ithough Mr. Long dented Shav- 
ing issue@ the bulletins for pur- 
poses of disruption, and declared 


that any errors tn them were of a 
minor nature, the Council voted? 
that, “W. Long, if a delegate to this 
Council, be requested to refrain 
from issuing further unauthorized 
bulletins as long ag he ts a delegate 
to this Council.” The vote was pass- 
eé by fourtecn to ten 

In explaining that 
already discontinued 
bulletins, Delegate J. Lakeman d-- 
cared. “Long had to discontinue 
them, “ot because of the objection 
of the Trades and Labor Council, but 
because of objection of the execu- 
tive of the Communist Party of 
Canada” He then read an excrept 
from a telogram, mentioning ob 
jections from an “Important source” 
and explained that the “important 
source” was the Communist Inte:- 
nationale at Moscow. Mr. Lakeman 
then launched into an attack on 
President Sherman of District 18, 
and after several objections, was 
declared out of order. 

Delegate Long Replics 

Mr. Long then took the floor, ard 
after making a genera! denial of any 
intent of disruption and of any im- 
Portant errors in the facts, declared 
that the bulletins were issued by 
him, representing the International 
Labcr News Stand, becavse there 
way no other sourre of information 
uvailable for the striking miners. 

He asserted ihat the Alberta La- 
bor Newa had attacked him wunjust- 
ly, and declared, 
fons of unyone, 


Mr. Long had 
issu'ng the 


including Elmer 
Roper, editor of the Labor News, 
that these bulletins were sent out 
for nurposes of disruption. 

“It is an old game he said, “‘to 
call anyone whom ene dislikes a 
stool pigeon, but I submit that no 
case has been made out.’ 

“I don't mind these personal at- 
tacks.” dec'ared Mr. Reper, taking 
the floor, “T em ~eed seeing lies 
hout myself in The Worker. That's 
their business. 

“However, the letter we have 
heard read is mild in comparison 
with a letter that has been sent to 
the officers here signed by all the 
officers of District 18. It takes issue 
with practically all the information 
supplied by Lone”

the movement the worst thing that 
could come. Those who would de- 
feat the aims of a striking group 
ere the worst traitors in the inter- 
ac<ional labor movement.” 

fFpeaking directly to Delegate 
Long. he suid. “Your party. a work- 
ing class party. has askea you to 
Gesist from imeving these bulletins. 
If you don't desist, they will dis- 
miss you from the party. Your ac- 
tions affect this Council much 
more than they do the Communist 
Party, and this Council should show 
its disappiova: in no uncertain 
terms. The motion is very mild, and 
there should te no question about

Fetinion Forwarded 
_Superintendent Parsons of the 
East End Pool was called before 
the Board and asked a number of 
questions by directors. He declared 
that when the report of the Coun- 
cil meeting granting equal rights to 
negroes was first reported in the 
Bulletin that he was continually 
answering questions over the tele- 
phone in reply to the query “have 
the negroes been allowed to use the 
pools yet’. They all declared that 
they would not use the pools again 
if the colored people were allowed 
to do so, and a petition was started 
}on which 635 patrons of the Hast 
End pool signed their names and it 
was forwarded to the City Council 
|with a request that they reconsider 
{their decision. Great indignation ex- 
jisted amongst the patrons, contin- 
ved Mr. Parsons, and the receipts 
{have not been anything like they 
were before the passing of the 
motion. I have only had four color- 
|ed applicants up to the present, and 
jas I have not had any orders issued 
|me to permit them to enter the 
pool I have not done so. 

Captain Bowen declared that it 
Was necessary to take a broad view 
of this question, and he believed 
that if the colored population of 
this city were approached in the 
proper manner and it was pointed 
out to them that as so few of their 
number had taken advantage of the 
opportunity to nse the swimming 
pools, and also that the white popu- 
lation were taking such strenuous 
Objection to their using the pools, 
and that their pressing for this pri- 
vilege would inevitably lead to 
trouble they would refrain from 
using them. The fact that the col- 
ored people have not used the 
pools, continued Capt. Bowen, and 
that so few of them have tried to 
do so would seem to indicate that 
jthey are not desirous of pushing 
themselves forward where they 
know that they are not wanted. 

Capt. Bowen then moved the 
resolution that the letter as indica- 
ted above should be sent to the Rev. 
G, W. Slater and Mrs. Polson. 

A motion that the resolution of 
the Council be put into effect was 
moved by Alderman Hast, and sec- 
onded by Alderman Sheppard, but 
when put to the meeting this mo- 
tion was defeated. Both proposer 
and seconder requested that their 
votes be recorded as having voted 
|for the motion, and against that of 
Capt. Bowen. 

Other Basiness 

The question of the differences 
between the Exhibition Association
